G.S R. 1416 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 3ft9 
of the Constitution of India and of all other powers enabling him in that 
behalf, the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Central Legal Service Rules, 1967, namely: — 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Central Legal Service (Second Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1968. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Central Legal Service Rules, 1967,— 

(a) In rule 7, In sub-rule (1), — 

(1) In clause (a), for the words “ten years”, the words ‘‘sixteen years” shall 

be substituted; 

(2) in clause (b), for the words “seven years”, the words “thirteen years” 

shall be substituted; 

(3) in clause (c), for the words "five years", the words "ten years” shall 

/be substituted; 

(4) In clause (d), for the words “three years”, the words “seven years” 

shall bp substituted; 

(b) in rule 8, lor sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall he substituted, 
namely : — 

'•(2) Unless the Central Government otherwise decides, promotion to a 
duty pofft In any grade In a Bepartment shall be made from 
amongst persons holding duty posts, or, as the case may be, posts 
specified in the Third Schedule, in the Department : 

Providisd that Junior Law Gfldpers may be promoted to doty posts in Grade 
IV In either of the Ewartments. ”

G-S-R. 1418 — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
47 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (9 of 1890), tha Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the general rules for aU open lines of 
railways in India administered by the Government, published with the notification 
of the Government of India, in the late Railway Department (Railway Board) 
No. 1078-T dated the 9th March, 1929, namely : — 

In part i of the said rules, for mle 321, the following riRe shall be substituted, 
namely ; — 

"321- Procedure In case of accident. — (a) If a train becomes disabled and 
requires assistance or If an accident occurs which renders it impos- 
sible for the engine (or, If two or more engines are either coupled 
together or are on the same train, for one or more of such engines) 
to proceed, the Gaurd-ln-charge of the train shall send advice of the 
circumstances under which the train became disabled or it became 
Impossible for the engine to proceed, to the Station Master of the 
station from which assistance can best be obtained, and if It Is 
necessary for such Guard to proceed to such station, he sbaU Instruct 
the Driver to keep the engine stationary untn hia return. The train 
shall be protected under the provisions of rule 166- 

(b) Such Station Master may then allow another engine to enter the line- 
The said engine shall either be accompanied by the Guard-ln-charge 
of the disabled train, who shall explain to the Driver where, and 
under what circumstances, the disabled train Is situated, or the 
Driver of the said engine shall be given a written authority, containing 
such Instructions as to where and under what circumstances the 
disabled train is situated and such other particulars as may be laid 
down by special instructions, to enter the line unaccompanied by the 
Guard-in-charge of the disabled train. 

(e) Such Guard shall be responsible for the safe and proper working of the 
line until each engine has left It and it is again clear. 

(d) If there is no Guard-in-charge of a disabled train, the Fireman or, If 
necessary, the Driver shall perform the duties imposed by this rule 
on the Guard.”

G-S-R. 1419 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating* the 
method of recruitment to Class III Ministerial posts in the Regional Electricity 
Boards of the Central Electricity Authority, namely 

1 Short title — (1) These rules may be called Central Electricity Authority 
(Regional Electricity Boards) Class III Posts Recruitment Rules, 1968. 

(11) They shaR come Into force from the date of their publication In tha 
Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — -These rules shall apply to Class III (Ministerial) posts in the 
Regional Electricity Board,'? of the Central Electricity Authority as specified in 
column 2 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3- Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number ojt the said posts, 
their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified In 
columns 3 to 6 of the said Schedule- 

4 . Method of recruitment, age limit, period of probation and other auallflca- 

tlons.—The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, quaUflcations, period 
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of probation and other mattars connected therevdth shall be as spedfled In 
columns 6 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid ; 

Provided that the maximum age limit aP«clfled in ccdumn 7 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed In the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes, and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
general orders Issued by the Central Government from time to time. 

5. DlsquaUficatloiiJS — (1) No person, who has more than one wife Uving or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such Spouse, shah, be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said post; 

(2) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband httvlHg 
a wile living at the time of such marriage or^ who has married s person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
neoessary to expedient so to do, it may, by orderj for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persona or posts.
